W ashington, Ju ly 14 (¿P)—Sen­ 
tim ent for a stiff tax on ex cess 
profits rather than a progressiv e 
tax on corporation incomes ap­ 
peared to be dev eloping today in 
the hou se way s and means com­ 
mittee. 
One member said priv ately 
th at the President m ight be 
asked w hether he wou ld accept 
the su bstitu tion. Ev en Chairman 
Dou ghton (D., N. C.) remarked 
th a t he had “alway s thou ght” 
there was “m erit” to the idea of 
tax ing ex cess profits. 
Talk of th a t su bstitu tion was 
engendered by repeated criti­ 
cisms before the committee of 
the plan originally adv anced by 
the President. The adm inistra­ 
tion plan wou ld replace the ex ­ 
isting flat 13% per cent tax on 
corporation income with a grad­ 
u ated tax starting at 10% and 
rising to 16% per cent. 
Tacitly , the committee had 
agreed to consider a gradu ated 
rate of 10 to 17 ^2 per cent. It 
receiv ed from Secretary Morgen- 
thau estim ates th a t a tax of 10 
per cent on the first $2,000 or 
corporate income and increased 
by steps to a lev y of 17 y 2 per 
cent on all income ov er $1,000,- 
000 wou ld bring $102,200,000 a 
y ear into the treasu ry . 
Bu t Thu rsday , the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States 
described su ch a plan as destru c­ 
tiv e and confiscatory . Yesterday 
the National Association of M an­ 
u factu rers term ed it “u nsou nd” 
from a social, economic, and tax ­ 
ation philosophy standpoint. 
Today the Chamber of Com­ 
merce 
sent 
a 
Chairm an Fred H. Clau ssen of 
its committee on federal finance, 
before the hou se committee to 
contend again th a t su ch .a lev y 
wou ld retard recov ery . 
In his message to congress on 
the new tax plan, the President 
asserted th a t the gov ernment 
“wisely ” had decided u pon the 
indiv idu al income tax plan be­ 
cau se it was based u pon ability 
to pay . Critics of the corporate 
income tax idea insisted th at v i­ 
olated the principle of the abil­ 
ity to pay . 
Noel Sargent, economist for 
the National Association of M an­ 
u factu rers, qu oted Senator Mc- 
Adoo (D., Cal.) as hav ing said 
when he was secretary of the 
treasu ry in 1918: 
“Any gradu ated tax u pon cor­ 
porations is indefensible in the­ 
ory , for corporations are only ag­ 
gregations of indiv idu als, and by 
su ch a tax the nu merou s small 
stockholders of a great corpora­ 
tion may be tax ed at a higher 
rate than the v ery wealthy large 
stockholders of a relativ ely small 
corporation.” 
Proponents of the idea of an 
ex cess profits tax point ou t th at 
the indiv idu al income tax is not 
lev ied on all income. There are 
first the ex emptions, and abov e 
th at ev ery body pay s 4 per cent. 
Bu t imposed on top of th a t gen­ 
eral 4 per cent lev y is a “su rtax ” 


ru nning from 4 to 59 per cent. 
The same idea, applied to cor­ 
porations, they contended, wou ld 
pu t the heav ier bu rdens only on 
;he concerns which made ex cess 
profits.
